PLANTING OF TREES 


The first rain of the season has 
fallen and the ground is partially pre­ 
pared for the planting of almost any­ 
thing that grows under the sod. If 


all the signs do not fail it is quite 
probable that within a few days the 
country will get more water from above 
and then all living things in the . earth 
will bud and shoot forth. 


Often has the GAZETTE urged upon 
the public the idea of planting trees 
upon the various streets of the town 


for the purpose of beautifying it. It 


is considered in order to keep this 


p, 
idea before the public until the object 
sought for is obtained. 
The clubs in 
different parts of the town should take 
the matter up and push it ahead. 
There is not a person here who has 
arrived at the age ol maturity but what 
will say thai the growing ol shade 
trees upon the public streets of any 
town adds in a manifold way to its 
beauty. 


In this regard Betkcley has an ad­ 
vantage that is not in the power of 


^ 
many places to possess. 
Situated as 
it is on the sides of sloping hills one 
can stand on the elevation and have 1 
bird's eye view of the whole town, tak­ 


ing in a landscape rarely surpassed. 


The addition of trees will give a finish 
to the view that a painter of experience 
gives to a picture as he completes it. 


At 
present there are some streets 
where trees have been planted and 
grown to a good size. 
It is in com­ 
parison of these streets 
with those 
which are bare that one comprehends 
the difference. 


There should be some judgment 
used in the variety of the tree put in 
the ground. 
That there should be a 
variety goes without 
saying. T o o 
much sameness would spoil the gen 
eral effect. 
Among the good varieties 
to set out are the cork elm and cam­ 
phor tree, and some varieties of the 
acacia. 
There are many other kinds 


which would prove pleasant to the eye, 
but trees that grow very high should 
be avoided. 
Slow growth should also 
be selected. 
Some 
have 
planted 
palms between the pepper variety, and 
the contrast is a good one. 


Any of the varieties to be selected 
can be had at a very small price. 
It 
does not matter much how small they 
mav be, a few years will bring them up. 


A little care in keeping them well 
trimmed is all that is necessary. 


We hope that Berkeleyans will take 
this matter intb consideration and act 
upon it this season. 
It will be but a 


few years ere they will get up to a good 
size and then our town as pretty as it 


is now will be a joy forever. 
Don't 
wait too long but make up your mind 
what to plant and get the shoots from 
the nearest nursery and put them where 
they will do the most good.
